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Bhutto: 
Pakistan 
future 
at stake 

ISLAMABAD. Dec. 18 
lAP) — Former Prime Minis- 
ter Zulfikar Ali Bhutto, con- 
victed of murder and facing a 
death sentence, told the sup- 
reme court Monday that "the 
future of Pakistan is at stake"’ 
in his appeal of his death sen- 
tence. 

“It is not my person, or my 
family alone, but it is the 
future of Pakistan which is at 
stake," Bhutto told the court, 
which was packed with more 
than 200 lawyers, journalists 
and his supporters. 

Bhutto, markedly thinner 
and grayer, nearly broke dowi 
during his precedent-setting 
personal appeal. He had been 
sentenced to death, along with 
four others, for ordering and 
abetting the murder for a po- 
litical opponent four years 
ago. 

M l do not want pity or mer- 
cy from you.” Bhutto said, his 
voice quavering, with emotion. 

“I want justice." 

Bhutto, who spoke for 70 
nvnutes. said he was convicted 
in "a fabricated and a false 
case." 

“I want my innocence es- 
tablished. I am being persecu- 
ted — a treatment whit* has 
surpassed all shades and colors 
of persecution, something 
which only a deprayed regime, 
would have done," he said. 

There was silence as Bhutto, 
somberly dressed in a dark 
grey suit and grey necktse, 
was escorted into the court. 
His wife, Nusrat Bhutto. . was 
also present. 

During his speech to the 
seven-judge bench, headed by 
Chief Justice Anwarul Haq, 
Bhutto betrayed the most emo- 
tion as he described las treat- 
ment in the Rawalpindi central 
jail.

UNJUSTIFIED? 


The decision by the Organization of Petroleum Ex- 
porting Countries to raise oil prices by the amount they 
were raised has provoked a strong wave of ‘regret’, ‘sur- 
prise 1 and 'indignation* in industrial countries. The decision 
was denounced for introducing inflationary and deflation- 
ary pressures on the economies of the industrial giants. 
Officials were quick to point out the adverse effects the 
decision would have on ‘international economic stability/ 


But. a few years ago oil producers offered industrial 
countries a choice to link oil prices to a “commodity bas- 
ket” of industrial goods. — a proposal that would have given 
the industrialists almost the final say in determining oil 
prices. The offer was ignored. 


Nevertheless OPEC continued to show good faith, and 
the decision on a 15 per cent price increase is another sign 
Of this goodwill, since it comes only after a two-year freeze 
in oil prices. The industrial world seems to overlook die 
feet that a 15 per cent increase over a period of three years 
falls well below the inflation rate in industrial countries as 
a group, and that OPEC has been very moderate — per- 
haps even benevolent 


Unfortunately, international economic stability has 
become, in the industrialists’ view, synonymous with the 
well-being of their own societies. In the clamor that fol- 
lowed the OPEC decision, not a single voice was raised to 
explain the priorities and the staggering development needs 
of oil producers. International stability and well-being is 
a two-way street, and oil producers have treated it as such, 
even to the extent of doing barm to tbeir own economies. 


The two-year freeze on oil prices imposed in January 1977 
is but one example. If there is to be recrimination and 
value judgements, the industrial world will have to put 
its own house in order, and make a sincere effort to put 
‘international stability* before nationalistic interests. It is 
perhaps all too easy to blame OPEC for all the economic 
woes of industrial societies, but the fact remains that the 
industrial nations in no way act as a group, and until they 
can, there is little hope of attaining the cherished goal. 


American and European efforts to get Japan to narrow its 
balance of trade surplus have largely been wasted. Japanese 
and American efforts to convince Germany to increase its 
growth rate, have also faded. Japanese and European 
efforts to get the U.S. to lessen dependence on foreign oQ 
to put straight its balance of payments fiasco have fared 
no better. 


in the Final analysis, deeds and not rhetoric should be 
tlie key to the seemingly elusive goal. Until conservation 
becomes a reality and until serious efforts are made to 
develop alternative energy sources, oil — already a scarce 
commodity — will become even scarcer, and this fact will 
be reflected in its price.

If the words “Berlin Wall** 
conjure up an image of a 
hastHy constructed concrete- 
block affair with strands of 
barbed wire on lop. see what 
has happened to it in the 17 
years since that August in 1961 
when the Soviets decided to 
seal in the population of East 
Berlin.

West Berlin today is fuH of 
life, full of prosperity and full 
of new buildings.

side.

One recalls a time when 
Marxists actually believed that 
the success of “progressive re- 
volutions" depended on the 
masses' popular support Re- 
volution, after Trotsky, was 
not supposed to be exported; 
nowadays it is, in order to ex- 
port huge quantities of Soviet 
weapons to support struggling 
minority regimes. This is what 
happened in Hungary and 
Czechoslovakia, and it is now 
happening in Ethiopia. 


In Ethiopia it is the Com- 
munist powers who are pro- 
viding the "superior arms” to 
help nail down an unrepre- 
sentative regime on an unwil- 
ling populace — and, once 
again, the democracies are 
maintaining a careful non- 
interventionist role. 


* The Soviet Union's “supe- 
rior weapons” have at long 
last begun to have their ef- 
fect on the lough /fi-year-old 
Eritrean struggle. However, 
despite the recent successes, 
the fighting is by no means 
over in Eritrea — any more, 
than it is in the Ogaden. Bale, 
Sidamo, Tigre and m other 
Ethiopian provinces. 


In that noble old' land, the 
masses, who have been slow 
to respond to the banner of 
Mengistu’s “popular cause,”' 
are being flattened by MiGs, 
“Stalin organs" (122-ram roc- 
ket missiles) and TU-34 tanks.

CAIRO— The Cairo profes- 
sor of English whose actions 
led to the recent break in re- 
lations between Egypt and 
Bulgaria is unrepentant about 
the diplomatic ripples she has 
caused. 

Neighbors say the screams 
of Mrs. Enayat Taher, mother 
of two grown-up daughters, 
wife of a senior civil servant 
and herself the daughter of a 
retired chief justice of the 
supreme court, sparked off an 
anti-Bulgarian street riot and 
the diplomatic break that fol- 
lowed. 

Senior foreign diplomats in 
the Egyptian capital are con- 
cerned that the Egyptian po- 
lice occupation of Bulgaria’s 
embassy, before relations were 
broken off. is a serious depar- 
ture from accepted internation- 
al norms. They say the Egyp- 
tian action is a worrying pre- 
cedent for the future. . 

Tbe history of Egypt’s re- 
cent relations with Bulgaria 
is intimately wound up with 
the story of the Taher fami- 
ly, who have been sitting ten- 
ants for the past 18 years on 
the second floor ot No. 6, Ma- 
lik Al AfdaJ Street. Zamalek, 
one ot the more attractive re- 
sidential areas of Cairo. 

When the Bulgarian Embas- 
sy bought the building more 
than two years ago die Tabers, 
despite a Bulgarian offer ■ erf 
$300,000 to find alternative ac- 
commodation, refused to move 
out 

In a city where good apart- 
ments are scarcer than gold 
dust, the Taher’s reactions are 
understandable. The Bulgar- 
ians either had to offer them 
a similar flat or improve their 
cash offer so they could find 
one on their own. They did 
neither, says Mrs. Taher. 

Instead, she claims, the em- 
bassy planned a two-year cam- 
paign aimed at forcing the en- 
tire. family to leave. Events 
came to a head last weekend 
when the Taber daughters were 
allowed into' the building to 
enter their flat, while Mrs. Ta- 
ber herself was locked out. In 
the street riot that followed, 
a Bulgarian guard fired his 
pirtol into the air, leading ter 
an Egyptian government pro- 
test and later to the occupa- 
tion of the entire building by 
police. 

“1 think they had some sort 
of December deadline by which 
to get us out,” says Mrs. Ta-' 
her, “and they were prepared

to use any tactics.” 

In an interview, she describ- 
ed some of those tactics: "First 
you must understand they tried 
to separate me from my hus- 
band. They were always very 
civilized to him, but made it 
a point to be rude to the rest 
of us. 

“We were often kept waiting 
outside the building for half- 
an-hour or more before being 
allowed inside. One time they 
shut off the water mains to 
tbe kitchen and we had to use 


water from the bathroom for 
cooking. 

“Another time they blocked 
the drainage and water welled 
up inside the flat- It was hor- 
rible, horrible. When 1 protes- 
ted the ambassador said if our 
government was too weak to 
get us out, his government was 
not." 

The Bulgarians for their part 
have denied Mrs. Taher’s char- 


ges. Before leaving for Sofia 
recently, a Bulgarian Embassy 
official hinted that tbe Tahers 
refused to leave because they 
were eavesdropping on behalf 
of ihe Egyptian government. 

The diplomatic row between 
Egypt and Bulgaria is expect- 
ed to give international lawyers 
much food for thought. Bul- 
garia says Egypt violated dip- 
lomatic conventions by allow- 
ing its police to occupy Bul- 


garian territory. Ihe Egyptian 
Foreign Ministry says the em- 
bassy was only partly on Bul- 
garian territory because . one 
flat in the building was law- 
fully leased by an Egyptian 
family. 

Mrs. Taher for her part says 
she does not care about the 
arguments. "It’s our flat in 
there. We liv e in it and we are 
going back," she declared. —

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Revival of the Spanish guitar 
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By Louis Fleming 

MADRID — Spain may not 
have invented the guitar, but 
most people think it did, 
which is just one reason why 
Spanish musicians and guitar- 
makers find themselves at the 
center of an . international 
surge of interest in the instru- 
ment 

There is a guitar boom 
around the world,” Jose To- 
mas-said. interrupting a rendi- 
tion of the Fifth Prelude by 
Villa-Lobos. 

Tomas is part of the boom. 
His instrument is a master- 
work of- the Spanish artisans. 

■ He teaches at the Oscar Espla 
Institute, in Alicante, where 
students come from as tar 
away as Canada and Japan. 
He adores music of the Re- 
naissance and the Baroque 
period but he was entertain- 
ing himself with a modern 
Brazilian piece. 

So the conservatories are 
full, Spanish artists play 
around the world to standing 
room only audiences, and 
there are waiting lists for the 
precious SI ,500 guitars from 
Spain's best workshops- 

“Everybody- thinks we in- 
vented the guitar but we don't 
know when it Was developed,” 
one Spanish expert said. The 
oldest record we know of is 
an Assyrian drawing dating to 
600 B.C. that shows a four 
string guitar.” 

Some four string instru- 
ments survive, such as the 
Hawaiian Ukelele but the gui- 
tar itself has undergone great 
transformations beginning in 
the Renaissance transition 
from medieval to modern 
times, and today’s classic gui- 
tar has six Strings- 

■ History apart, however, a 
.Spaniard rediscovered for the 
20th century world the mean- 
ing of the guitar. He is An- 
dres Segovia, the most cele- 
brated concert guitarist in the 
history of the instrument, who 
'reminded modem musicians 
that the guitar can do much 
more than render romantic 
accompaniment to love bal- 
lads. He showed once again 
its diversity in interpreting 
every kind of music. 

■ - Segovia has been using the 
guitars of Jose Ramirez for 
18 years. 

... “This is the first of my gui- 
tars that Segovia used,” Ra- 
mirez- said as he walked to an 
-dfnate case in the basement 
^Studio: of his company in the 
•old part of Madrid. He open- 
ed the glass door and rever- 
ently took out the instrument. 

“Whenever 1 make a better 
!' one I exchange it with him. 
; The last one was two years 
ago.” 

Three guitars hang in the 
: special case, each one used by 
Segovia.- Mounted next to 
• then is the program for a 
1967 concert that Segovia 
gave in Madrid. Ramirez pic- 
ked it up with a pained ex- 
pression- 

T get a little mad at him,” 
Ramirez said. “He never 


gives credit to the guitarma- 
ker in the program like these 
others." He nodded towards 
two lesser-known concert gui- 
tarists who had come into 
the studio. 

One of rhem smiled 
said: 

“With Segovia it doesnt 
matter what guitar he uses.” 

Conversation was not easy 
in the studio- In the far cor- 
ner Victor Honge — known to 
the concert world as SerraDj- 
to— was entertaining a few 
friends. He is one of Spain’s 
most celebrated flamenco gui- 
tarists. The room was filled 
with the brilliant music so 
much a part of the Spanish 
tradition. 

Ramirez slopped no Ksten 
for a moment, the master 
craftsman Ihrilhog to the re- 
sults of his work. 

"I don't play,” he said with 
an pologetic smile- 

“I had to make a choice, to 
be a player or to build gui- 
tars. Only a vei7 expert play- 
er can test a guitar. So 1 have 
my friends do the testing and 
1 do the making.' 1 

Actually, Ramirez has had 
little time in the last 20 years 
to do much building himself. 
Business is too demanding- 

His grandfather, Jose Rami- 
rez, started the business in 
1882. His father, Jose Rami- 
rez, continued the work. Now 
he, the third Jose, has a son. 
also Jose, to carry it on ano- 
ther generation and a daugh- 
ter. too, with great promise as 
a guitar maker. 

Jose Ramirez does the plan- 
ning and the designing. The 
outline of a lute— the stringed, ' 
pear-shaped instrument— lay 
on the lacle before him, his 
latest project. In tile workshop 
across the street, used by the 
family for 88 years, there are 
22 artisans who do the actual 
construction. 

“About four months are 
required from start to finish,” 
Ramirez explained. “Each 
worker does four at a time. 
Much of the lime goes into 
the slow drying of special 
varnishes.” 

The annual output is J ,200 
guitars — 1,000 classical six- 
siring, 100 classical eight- 
string, and 100 flamenco, 
•’lighter, gayer sounding, the 
kind you play at a party." 

Has daughter, Amalia, 23, 
was sitting nax to him now 
as he talked and his compli- 
ments made her_ lower- ,-her 
head with a smile. 

“My son is very good but 
ray daughter is very, very 
good with her hands,” he 
said. “She may be one of 
the first women to buiJd gui- 
tars.” 

Designs continue to evolve. 
Ramirez turned to another 
glass case and pointed out 
three 18th century instru- 
(roenfc, small by comparison 
with his new guitars. Slowly 
rotating one of his guitars, he 
said: “The wood is very im- 
portant, especially the top.” 

He uses rosewood from In- 


dia fur the bottom and sides, 
ebony under the strings, and 
i.i the crucial pan on top, fir. 
cedar, spruce or pine from 
the United Stales' Pacific 
northwest. 

He also is starting 10 make 
his own tuning pegs because 
he has become disappointed 
with the quality of those 
made by others. 

Experts here say that this 
concern for quality is charac- 
teristic of no more than two 
•builders id Spain and one 
each in the United States, 
England. France. Germany 
and Japan. 

The guitar, like castings 
and matadors, symbolizes 
Spain, but it is more the ins- 
trument of the elite than the 
masses, according to some. 

“Music is not taught in re- 
gular schools,” a Madrid mo- 
ther lamented. 

“You ask me the place of 
Lbe guitar in modern Spain 
and 1 am ashamed of my 
answers," one musical expert 
said. “There is a lack of mu- 
sical education. There are 
very few good concert play- 
ers, a bit more flamenco.” 

“But many young people 
are taking an interest in the 
guitar influenced by pop mu- 
sic,” Prof. Demetrio Balles e- 
ros countered. He tea dies at 
the Royal Superior Academy 
of Music in Madrid. “About 
half give up when they find 
how difficult the guitar is. but 
I now have 84 in classical 
guitar and we are considering 
additional classes in flamenco 
and electronic guitar." 

Electronic guitar? 

“Well, you know electronic 
music is not only pop but 
also serious and that is what 
we will teach,” Ballesteros 
said. 

There was a hint in what 
they were saying however 
that Spain's guitar -influence is 
more widely appreciated ab- 
road than at home. 

Ballesteros leaves in April 
for a second tour of Ameri- 
fcam college campuses where 
he will conduct master’s clas- 
ses and give concerts. 

“When I was there two 
years ago I had a huge turn- 
out for my redtals,” he said, 
pleased at the campus interest 
in the whole range of guitar 
music, including Renaissance, 
Baroque and modern. 

Jose Tomas personifies the 
Spaniards who are serious 
about the history of guitar 
music. That fascination ex- 
plains his choice of an eight- 
string guitar. 

“It give® me two extra bas- 
ses so that 1 can play, with- 
out sacrificing any of the ori- 
ginal notes done for the lute, 
the vihuela, as well as the gui- 
tar." 

The vihuela was the choice 
of Spanish mustdans in the 
16th century when the lute 
was common in the rest of 
Europe.

In this booming economy, 
there certainly is no lack ot 
money to buy the toys that 
the Weihnachtsmann. Germa- 
ny's version of Santa Claus, 
will dispense to boys and gins 
—big or small. 

Export sales are hurt by the 
rising value of the deutsen- 
mark, but the industry is m 
good shape considering uie 
troubles it suffered this centu- 
ry— two world wars with a 
runaway inflation in between.

SALISBURY — Americans 
who have been serving in the 
Rhodesian army as “profes- 
sional soldiers” or mercena- 
ries are now wondering how 
they wiH be treated by the 
U.S. government when they 
return home. 

While in Rhodesia recently 
on a tour of Southern African 
countries, aides of Sen. George 
McGovern were approached 
by one such American who ' 
said he was representing ten 
others worried about whether 
they will be prosecuted for 
fighting in a foreign army or , 
lose their standing in 'the 
UjS. Army Reserve. 

The American, Capt. Wil- 
liam Him) Atkins, 34, said 
he and his colleagues warned 
Sen. McGovern to find out 
what will happen to them 
when and if they do go back. 

“There is no law we have 
broken just by our participa- 
tion in the Rhodesian army.” 
Atkins said in an interview. 
“But there is that threat that 
we could lose our citizen - 
shrp.” 

Of special concern to these 
Americans, many of whom 
are officers or NCOs in the 
Rhodesian forces is that their 
secret clearance in the iJ.S. 
Army Reserve wiB be Lifted 
and they will not be able to 
get back in and qualify for 
retirement benefits. 

Once estimated at around 
400, the number of Americans 
still serving in the Rhodesian 
armed forces is thought to be 
no more than 100 and possi- 
bly as few as 50. Atkins said 
he did not know the exact fi- 
gure and that he was only re- 
presenting eleven officers and 
NCOs in his appeal to Mc- 
Govern. 

He met briefly with Jeff 
Smith, an aide to Mc- 
Govern, in the lobby of 
Meiktes Hotef but did not see 
the senator himself. Shaath 
said he told Atkins he would 
have to write a letter before 
the senator’s office would take 
up their- case with State De- 
partment and U.S. Immigra- 
tion officials. 

Atkins said in an interview 
with the “Washington Post” 
that he and several of his col- 
leagues had already been bar- 
rassed by Federal Bureau >f 
Investigation and State De- 
partment officials while on 
leave in the United States. 

Atkrns, who served from 
1972 to early 1977 in the 
Prince George County police 
force, alleged that the harass- 
ment was aimed portly at get- 
ting hrni and others like him 
to work for the Central -In- 
telligence Agency m Rhodesia. 

He said That while on. leave 
in the States in November, 
1977. he was called in on three 
separate occasions by the 
State Department and ques- 
tioned by six different persons. 


He said he had had $11,200 
in his account in a Prince 
George County bank seized on 
the prelext that the money had 
been earned illegally in Rho- 
desia and that he had not paad 
U.S. taxes on it. 

After threatening to go to 
court. Atkins said he got ids 
savings back five months 
later. He said the money had 
been earned before he left 
the States to join the Rho- 
' desian forces. 

Atk**ns. who holds the rank 
of major in the U.S. Army 
Special Forces Reserve, alleg- 
ed that he had been threaten- 
ed by the State Department 
officials that if he did not co- 


operate, "there were things 
they could do." 

!They were trying to get me 
to work for them,” he said 
referring to the CIA. “Basi- 
cally, they tried to recruit me." 

He also alleged he was fur- 
ther “harassed" by a local 
CIA agent when he returned 
to Rhodesia in March 1978. 
He said he thought the agent 
partly had a personal grudge 
against him. but that 70 per 
cent of the reason for his 
difficulties here was “profes- 
sional". 

He said that five guns he 
had brought back to Rhodesia 
with him were seized without 
reason by the police at the 


instigation of an American fry- 
ing in Salisbury who he said 
was well known among other 
Americans to be a top CIA 
agent here. 

American* like Atkins, who 
is a helicopter pilot and has 
had three and a half years of 
experience In U.S. Army Spe- 
cial Forces hi Vietnam, have 
been a valuable asset to the 
Rhodesian army, ■which » 
particular strapped for such 
highly trained personnel. 

While admitting there was 
a fringe of American luna- 
tics who came to Rhodesia as 
"soldiers of fortune.” or mer- 
cenaries. he said many Kka 
himseJf were here out of a 


desire to halt the “Cotnmuta#.* 
threat” and were profes sy^K 
paid at the regular Rhoma^S* 
pay scale for their rank. . 

Atkins, holding the ra afc j jt 
captain, said he gets .'tapPv' 
valent of about $725 a latafr 
th. while he would be getftar 
around SI >250 in the Ufi- 
Army. He denied there we« 
any special “perks” or fnage 
benefits, for foreigners serv- 
ing in the Rhodesian armed 
forces. , . . 

He said be had worked to 
the Middle East for one yew 
for a $30,000 salary and tbo< 
it was certainly not foe money, 
that he had come to figh* i*»

•Japan, with 67 gold medals, 
53 silvers and 40 bronzes with 
two days left in the games, 
is' approaching its 1974 total 
of 75-49-51. 

China, which does not par- 
ticipate in the boxing, gained 
just one gold Monday when 
its women’s foil fencing team 
.finished ahead of Japan and 
Indonesia. 

The Chinese had 41 'golds, 
43 silver and 38 bronzes 
and were expected to gain 
about a dozen golds -Tuesday 
in badminton, table tennis and 
men’s and womehy basketball, 
finishing well / above their 
1974 total of 36*28-17: China 
was third then to Iran, which 
is not represented here be- 
cause of political turmoil at 
home. 


South Korea had six boxers 
in the finals, and five of them 
won. 

North Korea had three,- 
with only one winner. Aside 
from Japan’s one gold, other 
boxing winners were Pakistan 
with two and Thailand and 
Indonesia with one each. 

Besides its boxing . titles. 
South Korea added Lee Duck- 
hee’s women’s singles title in 
tennis for its 15th gold of the 
games. It also has 19 silvers 
and 27 bronzes. North Korea 
has 14-13-12. 

On the track, India’s Gita 
Zutshi won the women’s 800 
meters and Thailand kept up

men’s 100. Japan won the 
men's 1,500, the men’s 4x400- 
meter -relay and thfcV triple 
jump, ra which Masami 
Nakanishi was the only re- 
cord breaker of the day. 

Zutshi kicked past two 
North Koreans on the final 
stretch, but said that as she 
passed Dong Sun Jung, the 
Korean pulled her arm three 
times. 

She won in 2 minutes 7.7 -

First steel strike 
in Ruhr continues 


BRUSSELS, Dec. 18 (UPU 
— Spurred on by the announ- 
cement of an oil price increase 
and a new drop in the dollar, 
finance ministers of the Euro- 
pean Common Market Monday 
approved the final draft ot a 
new monetary system to take 
effect Jan. 1. 

A spokesman for the rren- 
istere said the 14.? per cent oil 
price bike announced by oil- 
producing nations Sunday "just 
proved our point" that Western 
Europe neeued io unite us 
economies against outside de- 
stabilizing influences. 

“The European Monetary 
System was created lo link 
our currencies in a zone ot 
monetary stability, ^no when 


you see what is Happening to 
oil prices and me dollar, you 
tan see now right we were,’ 
the spokesman said. 

All nine common. Market 
countries except. Britain will 
participate in the new system, 
which will allow Liieif curren- 
cies to fluctuate; by no more 
than 2.25 per cent, i ne excep- 
tion is Italy, which wui be al- 
lowed a b per cent margin ui 
flu c tuation while l* tries to 
bring its mllatiou rate and 
u ne mployment raie in line wiui 
the other member states. 

U*>. officials have privacy 
expressed concern that the sys- 
tem' will further weaken the 
dollar as parucipaling coun- 
tries sell dollars to keep their 


own currencies from dropping 
out of the permitted range of 
fluctuation. 

European officials previously 
minimize d such a possibility, 
and promised lo consult closeiy 
with the United Slates when 
making dollar sales. 

Monday, in contrast, a spo- 
kesman said the eight members 
in Ihe system "will sell dollars 
whenever we feel it is neces- 
sary." 

“Don't ask us to stabilize tie 
dollar — ask the United Sta- 
tes. We are not responsible for 
the dollar, and we are much 
more vulnerable to currency 
£hic waiions, because our eco- 
nomies are more dependent on 
imports fhaT1 the United Sta- 
tes," he said. 


Third World experts urge 
end to ‘polite dialogue’ 


DAR ES SALAAM, Dec. 
18 (AP) — A meeting oi 
Third World economic and 
social experts 1 has called for an 
end to "polite dialogue" with 
the developed countries and
